The charge of burglary 
was first taken up and N ight Chief 
Furger w’as the first 
witness intro­ 
duced. 


The officer testified th at at aoout 
2:30 o’clock Sunday morning he re­ 
ceived a m essage over the telephono 
from a woman who told him that 
some one was robbing the Woodson 
grocery store, 
corner 
of Sixteenth 
street and Grand avenue.
